Chinese success in building an 
atomic bomb has been predicted 
for years, an unusual statement 
by Secretary of 
State Dean 


Rusk Tuesday disclosed a re- 
cent conclusion by U.S. strate- 
gists that Peking's preparations 
have reached the point where it 
can fire its nuclear device at 
any time. 


U.S. sources declined to speci- 


fy what new intelligence data 
has convinced them that the 
Chinese Reds have arrived at 
the edge of an atomic blast. 


But having reached this con- 


clusion,' it was said, the State 
Department 
put 
out 
Rusk's 


statement as a way of toning 
down the reverberations from a 
Chinese nuclear explosion when 
it does come. 


Rusk said China's first atomic 


shot "might occur in the near 
future" and if so, "we 
shall 


know about it and will make the 
information public." 


"The United States," he add- 


"has fully anticipated the 


possibility of Peking's entry into 
the nuclear weapons field and 
has taken it into full account in 
determining our military pos- 
ture and our own nuclear weap- 


Estes Report 
Critical of 
Agri. Dept.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate Investigations subcom- 
mittee, reporting on its two- 
year-old probe of Billie Sol 
Estes. criticized today what it 
called "disinterest and stagna- 
tion" in the Agriculture Depart- 
ment's handling of the Texas 
wheeler-dealer's phony cotton 
deals. 


The report said there were 


many events in the Pccos, Tex., 
financier's cotton acreage allot- 
ment deals "which would have 
served as a warning to a vigi- 
lant organization." 


But it said that once Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Orville L. 
Freeman was 
notified of the 


situation, the department took 
prompt 
action to halt Estes' 


scheming. 


Estes currently is free under

but "in many instances it was 
actually a companion to this 
fraud through the actions, or 
failure to act, of its officials in 
high office."

United Fund 
Report Made 
to Leaders 


A group of Hope citizens int- 


erested in the continuation of 
the Hempstead County United 
Fund, met Monday evening at 
the Community Room of the 
First National Bank to hear a 
report from President Clifford 
Franks about the Fund opera- 
tion for the past year and the 
result of a recent poll taken to 
determine if it would be contin- 
ued. 


Mr. Franks told the group 


that so far this year approxima- 
tely $12,000.00 had been disburs- 
ed to participating organizations 
and that another division of 
Funds would be made toward 
the end of the year. Agencies 
participating in the United Fund 
are: 


The 
Salvation 
Army, 
Boy 


Scouts Girl Scouts, Red Cross, 
USO, United Cerebral Palsy, 
Arkansas Mental Health Assoc- 
iation, Underpriviledged Chil* 
dren, (administered by the Hope 
Junior Auxiliary), Girl Scouts 
Local, (a fund for the expense 
connected with the Girl Scouts 
Little House at Fair Park). At 
least one other Health Agency 
has indicated that they want to 
be included in the above agen« 


In addition to the above agen- 


cies, the Fund has disbursed ap- 
proximately $1,200.00 over the 
past two or three years for the 
relief of local citizens suffering 
from cancer. More than $200.00 
has been paid to a Little Hock 
hospital for treatment for a lo- 
cal Multiple Scelrosis case and 
the Fund has a small balance 
available to be used for local 
Polio and heart cases where 
needed. 


Mr. Franks also pointed out 


that 40 percent of the money al- 
lotted to the Salvation Army and 
Red Cross stays in Hope, all of 
the Underprivileged Childrens 
fund is spend here as is all of 
the Girl Scout Local fund- A 
Boy Scout executive for the area 
lives in Hope and his annual sa- 
lary is in excess of the amount 
raised locally. "This is mention* 
ed in order to show that a good 
portion of the money raised 
through The United FunjJ m 
spent locally," said Mr. Frankj.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


Amendment No, 52 


(Legislative) 


That the following is hereby 


proposed as an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, and upon being sub 
mitted to the electors of the 
State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for 
Representatives and Senators, 
If a majority of the electors 
voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a 
part of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas to wit; 


SECTION 1. The General As- 


sembly shall have the power to 
provide by general laws for the 
establishment and operation (a^ 
of industrial districts for the 
purpose of securing and devel- 
oping industry, and (b) of hos- 
pital districts for the purpose 
of acquiring, constructing, re- 
constructing or extending hospi- 
tals. The land boundaries of the 
respective said districts shall be 
fixed in the manner provided by 
the General Assembly. 


SECTION 2. The said districts 


shall have such powers pertain- 
ing to the respective purposes 
aforesaid and may exercise the 
same in such manner as shall 
be provided by the General As- 
sembly, including without limi- 
tation power to issue bonds and 
to levy taxes upon the taxable 
real and personal property in 
said districts, upon approval 
thereof by a majority of the 
qualified electors of said district 
voting thereon at an election 
called for such purpose. Provid- 
ed, however, there shall never 
be levied a tax on the taxable 
real and personal property; (a) 
of any industrial district which, 
together with any tax levied 
under the provisions of Amend- 
ment No, 49 to the Constitutien, 
shall exceed five (5) mills on 
the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof; or (b) of any 
hospital district, which, together 
with any tax levied under the 
provisions of Amendment No. 
17 to the Constitution, shall ex- 
ceed five (5) mills on the dol- 
lar of tiie assessed vlauation 
thereof, except that, the full said 
five (5) mills being levied under 
Amenement No. 17, the said 
hospital district may levy an 
additional tax of not to exceed 
one (1) mill on the dollar of the 
assessed valuation of the taxa- 
ble real and personal property 
in said hospital district. Provid- 
ed further, that the total taxes 
levied under this Amendment 
and under Amendment No. 49 
to the Constitution on the tax- 
able real and personal property 
in an industrial district shall 
never exceed five (5) mills on 
the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof, and the total 
taxes levied under this Amend- 
ment and under Amendment 
No. 17 to the Constitution on the 
taxable real and personal prop- 
erty in any hospital district 
shall never exceed six (6) mills 
on the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof. 


SECTION 3. To such extent 


and in such manner as the Gen- 
eral Assembly may 
provide,

(Legislative) 


That the following is hereby

report from President Clifford 
Franks about the Fund opera- 
tion for the past year and the 
result of a recent poll taken to 
determine if it would be contin- 
ued. 


Mr. Franks told the group 


that so far this year approxima- 
tely $12,000.00 had been disburs- 
ed to participating organizations 
and that another division of 
Funds would be made toward 
the end of the year. Agencies 
participating in the United Fund 
are:

Palsy, 


Arkansas Mental Health Assoc- 
iation, Underpriviledged Chil- 
dren, (administered by the Hope 
Junior Auxiliary), Girl Scouts 
Local, (a fund for the expense 
connected with the Girl Scouts 
Little House at Fair Park). At 
least one other Health Agency 
has indicated that they want to 
be included in the above agen- 


In addition to the above agen- 


cies, the Fund has disbursed ap- 
proximately $1,200.00 over the 
past two or three years for the 
relief of local citizens suffering 
from cancer. More than $200.00 
has been paid to a Little Rock 
hospital for treatment for a lo- 
cal Multiple Scelrosis case and 
the Fund has a small balance 
available to be used for local 
Polio and heart cases where 
needed. 


Mr. Franks also pointed out 


that 40 percent of the money al- 
lotted to the Salvation Army and 
Red Cross stays in Hope, all of 
the Underprivileged Childrens 
fund is spend here as is all of 
the Girl Scout Local fund. A 
Boy Scout executive for the area 
lives in Hope and his annual sa- 
lary is in excess of the amount 
raised locally. "This is mention- 
ed in order to show that a good 
portion of the money raised 
through The United Fund is 
spent locally," said Mr. Franks.

SECTION S. Subject to all the terms, 
conditions and provisions of this Amend- 
ment; the Board Is authorized and em- 
powered to Issue licenses to individuals, 
partnerships or corporations for the 
operation in Garland County, Arkansas, 
of establishment* in which games of 
chance and wagering thereon may be 
lawfully conducted. The Board shall not 
at any time be compelled to Issue a ll- 
cense to any particular person, partner- 
ship or corporation who or which has 
applied for such a license nor shall the 
Board be. required to Issue the maximum 
number of such licenses permitted by 
this Amendment, It being the Intention 
of the people of Arkansas in adopting 
this Amendment tlwt such licenses shall 
be Issued only to persons, partnerships 
or corporations who or which are qual- 
ified to properly operate an orderly 
establishment for the said purpose. The 
Board shall thoroughly investigate the 
qualifications of each applicant for a 
license under this Amendment. 


SECTION 4. There shall not at any 
time be Issued and in effect more than 
one license for each Seven Thousand
